Samuel J. Boyd, police captain, formerly 
in charge of the Fourth district, who has 
been under suspension for 13 months pend- 
ing the trial of the charges of naturaliza- 
tion frauds in his district, resumes his 
title of captain Saturday and takes com- 


mand of the Carondelet district, 701 Penn- 


sylvania avenue. 
The Board of Police Commissioners noti- 
fled Boyd Friday that he had been rein- 
stated and that he would take his new 
command at once In addition, the rein- 
statement means that Boyd will receive 
$200, a captaln’s pay, for each of the 13 
months he has been under suspension. 
Charges are still pending against Boyd in 
both the federal and state courts. Twelve 
indictments were returned by the federal 
court against him in connection with nat- 
uralization frauds. At the same time “Long 
John” Dolan, William Garrett and Thomas 
E. Barrett were indicted, have been tried 


and convicted.

A naturalist jooked up from the piece of 
toadstool he was studying. 

“We find imitation,” he said, “In men, 
in animals. in insects, even in plants. This 
toadstool here imitates in its coloring and 
its stem another, a deadly growth, which 
no living thing will eat because its flesh is 


(poison. Hence, imitating its dangerous 
cousin, the toadstool lives a safe and un- 
molested life.

Man Who Held Locomotive’s 
Throttle and Fireman Made 
“Bluff” at Working 80 They 


Could Greet Mr. Roosevelt. 


SMOOTH RIDE TO ST. LOUIS 


Journey From Indiana Was Made 
Without Incident, Every Detail 
Being Executed According to 
Carefully Laid Plans. 


Engineer Charies Sherwood of Terre 
Haute and his fireman, H. Cleveland, who 
“got” the President's train at Terre Haute 
@t 10:30 o'clock last night and brought it 
the reat of its journey to St. Louis, Jost all 
the sleep that was coming to them after 
their arrival at the World's Fair in order 
to be awake in time to greet and shake 
hands with their distinguished passenger 
as soon as he appeared. 

They made a terrific “bluff!” at working 
on their engine, wiping rods that did not 
need wiping and oiling parts that did not 
need olling. It was not in the least neces- 
sary, for they will have nothing to do un- 
til they start back with the President Sun- 
day night. 

All the time they kept an eager eye on 
the President's car, and certain discerning 
members of the crowd knew that they were 
Waiting in the hope of shaking hands with 
the President of the United States, who is 
a fellow-member of the Brotherhood of Lo- 
comotive Engineers. 

Sherwood is one of the oldest engineers 
im point of service on the Pennsylvania 
Railroad, having driven engines for that 
Toad for 23 years. He is 48 years old, and 
on one other occasion, when Mr. Roosevelt 
Was making a western trip as vice-presi- 
dent, he drove the engine. 

His fireman, who is called ‘Grover’ by 
his companions, is much younger, being 2s. 

When the train left Terre Haute at 10:35 
Friday night, the engineer was told that 
the track was clear. One track had been 
set aside for the J’resident's train and no 
other train was permitted to pass for sev- 
eral hours, 

All along the entire distance of 180 miles 
the switches were spiked down, reducing 
the possibility of a derailmeng and prevent- 
ing any other train getting upon the main 
track from a siding. 

Track walkers were stationed at every 
mile of the track with lanterns, white and 
red, and a gray hair was added to the 
engineer's head whenever there was a sec- 
ond’s delay in the swinging of the white

Further advances 
in the prices of steel and iron products 
are vuticeuvle, and an additional raising 
of values is looked for in these lines in the 
month of December. It is announced that 


the steel rail pool has come to an agree- 
ment with the Lackawanna Steel Co. on 
the price and output of steel rails by this 
compuny. “lhe New York times estimates 
the carnings of the U. 8S.

The- market was in many respects a 
counterpart of yesterday’s operations, con- 
sisting of striking advances and an over- 
whelming proportion of the dealings in the 
various a. and steel stocks. The coalers 

also tigured iargely in the demand, but the 
general railroad list was quiet, aside from 
Southern Pacific, which moved ep 1. 
Union Pacific sympathized moderately 
with the advance in Southern Pacific, thou- 
sands of shares being bought between 116 
and 1164. U. 8S. Steel preferred became 
more active, absorbing large amounts at 
9 and eventually touching %4. The com- 
mon brought 29%. Heavy realizing in U. 
S. Steel preferred drove it down to 4% 
amd forced a setback in the general mar-- 
ket, but near 11 o'clock the direction of 
prices became strongly upward again.
